WASHINGTON <INS) -A Con- 
gre.s.sional committee was shocked 
Friday by a Swiss diplomatic re­ 
port asserting that Ru ssian women

Built-in Disease Fighter Studied With High Hope

NEW YORK W_A group of Ohio 


scientists Friday announced dis- 
covery of a primeval, built-in shield 
from disease in man and animal. 


They raised the hope that their 


discovery may yet rival the anti- 
toxins and antibodies in the strug- 
gle for immunity from disease ~ 
and that this ancient nature's 
remedy offers protection from a 
strictly modern scourge, radiation 
sickness. 


The substance is a protein in 


the blood stream now labelled 
"properdin." Its discoverers think 
it was perhaps the very first pro- 
tective substance in the blood of 
warm-blooded animals. ' 


All Comers 


Briefly, properdin fights infec- 


tion. But unlike the antitoxins and 
antibodies, which give immunity 
from 
such specific attacks as 


whooping cough or diphtheria, pro- 
perdin -Is "non-specific." That is 
to say it takes on all comers. 


Announced in "Science," the 


journal of the American Assn. 
for the Advancement of Science, 
properdin was discovered and pur- 
ified by Dr. Louis PUlemer and a 
staff of 12 assistants. 


PiDemer -is 46, a professor of 


biochemistry in Western Reserve 
University's Department of Pathol- j 
ogy. 


The discovery, he saifl Friday, 


was five years in the making—and 
accidental. He and his staff were 
working on a mysterious substance 
called '.'complement," used main- 
ly in a blood test. They'found that 
certain serums didn't behave as

Tentative, 


Properdin, by the way, is a ten- 


tative name. It comes from the 
Latin word meaning to destroy, 
because it promptly joins battle 
with enemy organisms—even those 
that enter the blood from 
a 


scratch. 


In the "Science" article, Pillem- 


er likens properdin to "the boys 
at the outpost," attacking the 
enemy and holding it off until the 
body can bring up its heavy artil- 
lery. In other words, properdin's 
advance action gives the blood 
time to manufacture antitoxins 
and antibodies. • 


But the scientist made no effort 


to hide his excitement. 


"On the whole," he said, "It does 


look promising." 


Radiation 


Already tests on rats, properdin 


has been able to protect quite' a 
few rodents exposed to radiation. 


Following an atomic blast or any 


type of radiation, 50 per cent or 
more of the exposed people die 
of infection in the first week or 
two,' he said. 


Apparently the rays destroy the 


properdin in the blood, the 'very, 
stuff needed to fight the infection. 


His substance's "biggest role," j 


Pillemer said, may be in protect- j 
ing against radiation. 
< 


Pillemer's team found properdin j 


in all warm-blooded animals they 
have examined, as well as in man.! 


This suggested to them that it j 


had a very early origin—and this i 
basic connection with early, life 
raised the possibility that proper- 
din's benefits could be transferred 
from one species to another, even 
from animals to man. 


The protective effects already 


have been transferred from the 
cow to the rat in experiments.

Hardships Doubted Despite 
Fund Shortage In 7 Schools

No hardships are expected in 


the operation or seven Lancaster 
County school districts which will 
not get full 1954 operating funds' 
requested because of decreased 
property valuations coupled with 
the statutory 12-mill levy limit. 


C o u n t y Sueprintendent Glenn 


Turner "anticipated these districts 
would tacity accept the levy limit 
by not calling a special election. 


Guided by 1953 valuations, school 


districts in setting their budget 
anticipate the 1954 levy, and if it 
is over 12 mills—voter approval is 
required. 


Levy Hike Approved 


Because of decreased 1954 prop- 


erty valuations, some districts near 
the 12 mill limit approved a higher 
levy. 


In the seven districts affected 


by the limit, the differences be- 
tween the requested funds and that 
which' can be raised by taxation 
amounts to only a few hundred 
dollars for most. 


District 38 (Denton), affected by 


the 10 per cent reduction on town 
property, decreased to a $325,655 
valuation for 1954 as compared 
with 5381,910 for 1953. 


The 1953 levy was 9.17 mills, but 


the 12 mil] limit will allow the 
district to raise only $3,907.86 for 


1954 instead of the $5,000 requested. 


However, Turner pointed out 


that the Denton district has a 
$1,900 balance, with the county 
treasurer and $600 on hand at the 
close of school year. 


Even though tax collections will 


be less than anticipated before the 
1954 valuation was determined for 
the district, 
Turner anticipated 


these funds would cover 1954-1955 
expenses which would be similar 
to the $5,500' budget for 1953. 


In the event of emergency needs 


or slow tax collections, school dis- 
tricts issue -registered warrants to 
meet expenses. 


At least seven districts have 


voted to go above the^!2 mill levy 
and District 95 (Roca) has called 
a special election for a higher levy. 


Large Increase 


One of the largest 
increases 


voted was by District 126 (West 
Lincoln) where the 1953 levy of 
12 mills was boosted to 21.97 mills. 
This was probably the singular 
increased valuation — a gain to 
S671r365 from $602,210 in 1953. 


This special levy is the result of j 


physical plant improvements an- 
ticipated, raised salaries, and the 
increase of the staff from four to 
five teachers, according to Turner.

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By Way Of Contrast 


An Associated Press dispatch out of Washing- 


ton stated that the Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee on Internal Revenue Taxation has before it 
a report from the Revenue Service approving tax 
refunds to General Motors Corporation totaling 
$2(XJ million. 


The refund, a whopping windfall, it will be 


granted, is a result of the carry-back-carry-for- 
ward provision of the tax law to encourage con- 
struction of defense plants by private industry. 


Under that provision, industry is enabled to 


write off construction costs for plants devoted 
to war production. 


That has been in force since 1945, and (he 


growing volume of tax refunds arising from out 
of it has been disturbing to the treasury. Of 


greater interest, perhaps, is the Jact thai in the 
drafting of the new tax law approved by this 
Congress and signed by the President, more 
liberal provisions for tax refunds have been pro- 
vided based upon the same principle of encour- 
aging the investment of private capital, the en- 
largement of industrial plants, the increase in 
productive capacity, and the expansion of job op- 
portunities. It is a phase of the tax reform bill 
which is destined to receiver increasingly inten- 
sified congressional study and thought. The old 
provision adopted in 1945 as a part of the ex- 
cess profits tax has resulted, so it is said, in 
aggregate tax refunds in excess oi $2 billion.

Lost In The Shuffle 


II well could be a blessing in disguise that the 


bill introduced by the late Sen. Hugh Butler of 
Nebraska as enabling legislation to pave the 
way for a compact among the 10 basin states, 
including Nebraska, for use of the Missouri's 
waters, got lost in the shuffle. Sen. Butler him- 
self just before his death got cold feet in con- 
nection with the bill he had sponsored and 
warned his feHow Nebi askcUia Lu gu slow and to 
think twice before getting themselves into a 
compact program. 


What happened was this. The compact bill— 


or rather, the measure to provide enabling legis- 
lation for the individual states—received Senate 
approval only to bump into difficulties when it 
reached the House. In the eleventh-hour rush to 
finish up the business of this 83rd Congress, 
action in the House depended upon unanimous 
agreement to bring the bill out on the floor for 
passage. That agreement was not forthcoming. 
A Pennsylvania representative, Rep. Saylor, 
pointed out that the Missouri Basin compact 
measure never had come before the House In- 
terior Committee, of which he is a member, for 
study. Then Rep. Wayne Aspinall of neighboring 
Colorado insisted that the measure would only 
stir up prolonged debate, did not meet the 
issues involved, and should go over to the next 
session of Congress. 


That means, of course, additional delay. In 


most of the basin states, legislatures will meet 
early in January at the same time that a new 
Congress takes up its labors. Chances are that 
the compact program will not receive approval 
by a new Congress in time for submission back 
to the individual basin states for approval there.

Born _ at Great Berkhampstead, England, in 1731, 


Cowper was the son of a clergyman. It is said that 
even in his boyhood days he suffered occasionally 
from mental distress, a trouble which was to cause 
him a good bit of sorrow later in life. Shortly before 
writing the hymn cited here, he suffered an especially 
acute attack of melancholia and it was while he was 
under the shadow of this attack that he tried in vain 
to end his life. Later when he had recovered from 
his obsession,, he was deeply moved by a new and 
fuller appreciation of divine love and guidance and in 
his hymn he gave expression to his graiitude. ' 


A year or two earlier, Cowper and a minister 


triend, the Rev. John Newton who was living with 
him at Olney, England, had begun to compile a 
volume which later was published as the famous 
collection of "Olney Hymns". 
Newton wrote some 


of his best religious songs for that hymnal and 
Cowper's hymn of gratitude also found a place in the 
book which appeared in 1779.

The dean, even in the last 
year of his teacher career when 
he seldom could keep office hours, 
was always anxious to see and 
counsel his students. 


Very moving, indeed, was it to 


hear Dr. Oldfather read to his class 
Plato's "Apology" in which Soc- 
rates speaks to his friends before 
drinking the hemlock. Although it 
is unlikely that he was reading this 
masterpiece at the time of his 
death, his students would probably 
wish to visualize Dr. Oldfather fin- 
ishing the "Apology" (in the orig- 
inal Greek), and like that other 
model teacher. Socrates, dying 
peacefully, with the assurance that 
his life of teaching had been well 
worth the effort, time, and trouble 
which had been involved.

William Cowper, En glish poet an d hymn ist, wrote 
these magn ificen t stan zas on e d ay abou t 1772 in 
gratitu d e for havin g been saved from takin g his own 
a n w>n iwt of men tal d espon d en cy. 
Born at Great Berkhampstead , En glan d , in 1731, 
Cowper was the son of a clergyman . It is said that 
even in his boyhood d ays he su ffered occasion ally 
from men tal d istress, a trou ble which was to cau se 
him a good bit of sorrow later in life. Shortly before 
writin g the hymn cited here, he su ffered an especially 
acu te attack of melan cholia an d it was while he was 
u n d er the shad ow of this attack that he tried in vain 
to en d his life 
Later when he had recovered from 
his obsession ,, he was d eeply moved by a n ew an d 
fu ller appreciation of d ivin e love an d gu id an ce an d in 
his hymn he gave expression to his gratitu d e. 
A year or two earlier, Cowper an d a min ister 
frien d , the Rev. John Newton who was livin g with 
him at Oln ey, En glan d , had begu n to compile a 
volu me which later was pu blished as the famou s 
collection of “Oln ey Hymn s”. Newton wrote some 
ot his best religiou s son gs for that hymn al an d 
Cowper’s hymn of gratitu d e also fou n d a place in the 
book which appeared in 1779.

No stu d en t 
can forget the vivid n ess of his elab­ 
orate d escription of the makin g of 
papyru s, a su bject d ear to the d ean 
who wrote his d octoral d isserta­ 
tion on the Egyptian papri.

classroom tou rs of the River Nile 
will lon g be 
remembered . 
His 
su btle wit an d commen ts abou t 
an cien t an d mod ern political fig­ 
u res, always apt, were at times 
more tru thfu l than most of u s were 
v.illin g to ad mit. 
Perhaps the most ou tstan d in g 
qu ality of Dean Old fatfier was his 
ability to say, “We ju st d on ’t 
kn ow." As on e of his colleagu es 
commen ted , “Dr. Oid father, u n like 
most teachers, cou ld afford to ad ­ 
mit that he d id n ’t kn ow.” This, of 
cou rse, showed u s that we were 
sittin g at the feet of n ot on ly a 
teacher, bu t, mu ch more impor­ 
tan t, a scholar. 
Dr. Oid father had a d eep con ­ 
cern for people, especially his stu ­ 
d en ts. .At Freshman 
Con vocation 
in 1949, he told the n ew stu d en ts 
in the Arts an d Scien ces College 
‘ that n othin g thrilled a teacher 
more than havin g his former stu ­ 
d en ts come back an d visit him. 
Althou gh a bit facetiou s, he re­ 
marked that most teachers in tro­ 
d u ced a former stu d en t with more 
gu sto than they in trod u ced their 
wives. The d ean , even in the last 
year of his teacher career when 
he seld om cou ld keep office hou rs, 
was always an xiou s to see an d 
cou n sel his stu d en ts. 
Very movin g, in d eed , was it to 
hear Dr. Oid father read to his class 
Plato’s “Apology” in which Soc­ 
rates speaks to his frien d s before 
d rin kin g the hemlock.

White House a 5 per cent pay boost 
for

The veto threat, voiced by Sen- 


ate Republican leader Knowland 
i Calif), resulted from the failure 
of Congress to provide an increase 
in postal rates the administration 
had asked to help foot the bill. 


Some Senate Democrats belittled 


the veto threat, but a White House 
official who asked not to be named 
commented: 


"It looks like we'll have to veto 


it, doesn't it?" 


The bill would give a flat 5 per 


cent raise to an estimated half 
million post office employes, with 
a yearly minimum boost of $220 
and a maximum of $440. The per- 
centage of increase would be about 
the same for one .million civil serv- 
ice workers, with a $170 minimum 
and a $440 maximum. The raise 
would -be- effective the first day of 
fhe first pay period after the mea- 
sure is signed by the President. 


The pay hike does not cover sev- 


eral 
thousand 
federal workers 


who are paid on an hourly basis. 


The House approved the bill by 


voice vote, without opposition or 
debate, a couple of hours after the 
Senate had passed it with a 69-4 
rollcall. The measure was opposed 
in the Senate by four Republicans 
—Knowland, Case of South Dako- 
ta. Schoeppel of Kansas and Wil- 
liams of Delaware. 


The Senate rejected, on a 55-16 


rollcall, Knowland's amendment to 
boost postal rates about 240 million 
dollars to compensate for part of 
the 380 million dollars annually the 
pay raises would cost the govern- 
ment. 


Knowland's battle was in line 


with the views of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfield, who has said 
the post office workers should have 
a 5 per cent pay boost but has in- 
sisted that it be offset with the 
hike in postal rates to help reduce 
his department's deficit. 


Immunity 
Bill Signed 


President Eisenhower signed in- 


to law "Friday the bill allowing 
immunity from prosecution t^ oe 
granted to witnesses under certain 
conditions. 


The p u r p o s e of the leg- 


islation is to 
evoke testinioney 


from persons who otherwise might 
refuse to give it on grounds of 
self-incrimination. 
Once granted 


immunity, a witness who refused 
to testify before a congressi ,,",al 
committee or in a court wo aid 
be subject to possible penalties 
for contempt. 


The bill was one of the measures 


Eisenhower had asked of Congress 


to tighten up defenses against sub 
version. 


Eisenhower also signed two other 


separate bills amending federal 
criminal statutes. One boosts lo 
five 
years 
imprisonment and 


$5,000 fine the maximum penalty 
for harboring a fugitive accused 
of a felony. It has been one year 
and $1,000. 


The other makes bail jumoing 


a federal offense punishable by 
up to five years imprisonment and 
$5,000 fine, if the bail jumpe- is 
accused of a felony. 


Control Bill Signed 


The Senate by a 69-0 roll call 


vote Friday approved a protocol 
ratifying U.S. participation in an 


international agreement to con- 
trol the production of opium. 


The measure won its unanimous 


approval after only a few minutes' 
explanation by Sen. George (D- 
Ga), 
its floor manager. 


Prior international agreements 


nave been aimed at controlling the 
distribution of opium, but did not 
seek to limit its production. The 
Foreign Relations Committee,-in a 
report to the Senate, hailed the 
new agreement as a forward stride 
because "so long as there is an 
excessive supply of opium avail- 
able a considerable part of it will 
gravitate into illegal channels. 


Red China has not signed the 


agreement. 


Parking Law 
No Obstacle 
To Auditorium 


Construction of the new :ity au- 


ditorium is not illegal becau.se of 
a lack of parking space as re- 
quired in the city's zoning ordi- 
nance, according to an opinion 
from City Attorney John H. Corn- 
stock. 


The question was raised in a 


letter to the City Council from 
Walter A. Vallis who quoted the 
city's zoning ordinance to the ef; 
feet that no theater can be erected 
unless one parking space for every 
four seats is provided on the build- 
ing lot or within 300 feet thereof. 


Comstock stated that court rul- 


ings support the theory that the 


I city government, when erecting a 
building for public use. is not gov- 
erned .by its own ordinances If 
the ordinance did apply to the 
city, however, Comstock said, it 
could easily be amended to specif- 
ically remove the city from -its 
jurisdiction. '

| the authority to waive building re- 
quirements for the city. There 
would'be sufficient reason for this, 
he said, because the Supreme 
Court has ordered the city to pro-
